Britain Owe* Deep Debt ef GratRude 
to Patrick Qwinan, of Whom 
Little is Known. 


One of the most vltel and at the 
tame time luyvterlou* tigures in the 
war on the British side was Patrick 
Quinn a, nn American of Irish descent. 
Vital becaus«' he planned nil the great 
munition works which enabled Great 
Britain to supply not only her own 
hut h«*r allies’ needs in 
munitions; 
mysterious 
because 
his 
nume 
whs 
never allowed to he mentioned during 
the war and because lie would never 
he interviewed. 
Mr. Quinan reached England by way 
of South Africa. Train«*«! at till Pout's, 
he went t«» the South African Explo­ 
sives company at Cape Town, then the 
largest ill the British empire, owing to 
th«* demand for explosive# for mining 
purp«»ses. 
The vast fac|or!ea l*Ul out 
in England during the war—now some­ 
what Of a white elephant, a« their j 
conversion to peace purposes is still 
unsettled— were all designed by Mr. : 
Quinan. 
Quinan is Just over 40 years of age, 
nnd since the «l«»se of the war lias dis­ 
appeared. His nume was never in any 
“ honor list”— which is rather a dis- j 
tinction these times.
